Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed July 6, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that Lewis fails to disclose using the SIM card to select and 
enable a communication scheme, to provide configuration information, to provide 
configuration instructions, or to designate respective programs for the IF section. Lewis 
is not relied upon to teach these limitations, however, Learning is relied upon to teach 
these limitations (see Final Rejection of claims 1, 11, 16, 19 and 24). 

The Applicant argues that Learning fails to disclose that the host device is in any 
way configured by information provided by or received from a smart card. The 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Learning is relied upon to disclose choosing the 
operational mode of the smart card adapter based on signals generated (page 2, 
paragraph 18) and performing appropriate switching based on the operational mode 
(page 4, paragraph 39). The resultant combination of Lewis and Learning embodies the 
broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the specification of the claimed invention. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
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Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation is 
performing smart card applications in a plurality of operational modes (Learning, page 2, 
paragraph 15). 

The Applicant makes similar arguments with respect to the remainder of the 
claims, however, for the same reasons outlined above, the Examiner respectfully 
disagrees.
